ORDERED TO REPORT, 



THAT ihe Committee having met and confidered of the Matters, 
referred to them, report as follows ; 

'T'WO Plans for the "New Buildings which it is propofed rn ere& in the 
A Neighbourhood of WclhnfofttT Abbey, have been fubmittcJ to the 
InfpefHon of Your Committee. In examining thefe, and in con l't dering 
the various Suggeflions connected with this Project, Your Committee think 
it proper to Rate the main Objects which they have conilantlv retained in 
view. Thefe have been to preferve, or if poilible, to encreafe the Gran- 
deur of Effect which is produced by the prelent Appearance of the Abbey ; 
and to abftain from any Meafure which might eventually interfere with 
any further Improvements. In order to nllift the Aceomplifbmuit of 
thefe defirable Objects, the Attention of Y our Committee has been di- 
rected not only to the Elevations and Defigns for the Buildings thenifelves, 
but efpecially to the Situation which it is propofed they lhall occupy. 

Having repeatedly examined the Ground and the various Allignments 
traced thereon, Your Committee are of Opinion that it would be highly 
expedient to preferve, free from all Building, an extenfive Area in Front 
of the Weflern End of the Abbey, for the Purpofe of Convenience e:i 
Public Occafions, as well as for the Purpofe of contributing to render the 
Entrance of the Church flill more magnificent and impofu.g. This Opi- 
nion will be found to be entirely in Concurrence with the Statement of the 
Three Profeffional Perfqns, who were fpccially deputed by the Lords of Idis 
Majefty’s Treafury in the beginning of the Year iSoq, to confider and 
report on the Subject of L the propofed Improvements*.

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Your Committee therefore beg to fuggefl the Propriety of determining, 
that no New Building fhould at prefent extend further to the Southward 
th m a Line to be drawn throughthe Antae of the Portico of the New Seflions 
Houfe. They are of Opinion, that the Eaftern Limit of this Line (hould 
be One hundred and ten Feet from the Seflions Houfe, and that to the 
Weft, a Building (hould be erefted of fimilar Extent and Appearance ; 
and that the Buildings on each Side {hould be faced with Stone or the beft 
Stucco. It is of courfe underftood, that any Building to the Eafl: of the 
Seflions Houfe, is to form a Part of the fame Mafs which is to be carried 
in a Northerly Direction to King Street. 

With refpect to the Architectural Elevation of thefe Edifices, a chafte 
Simplicity of Defign is to be preferred. This, if it fail to excite Admira- 
tion, will at leaf! elcape Cenfure ; it is moft confiftent with a due Regard 
to Economy, and perhaps moft favourable to the chief Object, to which 
the Attention of your Committee has been directed. 

The Drawings which have been fubmitted to your Committee pofiefs, 
in their Opinion, few Claims to Profefiional Knowledge or Tafte. Linder 
the Neceffity of [electing One, they recommend the Adoption of that to 
which is affixed the Device of a Pig ; fubject however to the Alterations 
already mentioned, as well as to others of Detail in its Execution. 
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
